In the past, 
these four months have been the worst third of the year for motor vehicle grade-crossing 
accidents. In preparation for the campaign, the country has been covered with posters 
and stickers bearing a’ picture of a grade-crossing scene, showing a locomotive in the 
act of striking an automobile occupied by-men, women and children. Above the picture

| that the number of motor vehicles registered in the United States increased fror 
© 1,083,096 in 1912 to 10,449,785 in 1921. There is now one motor vehicle for every ten

= Some believe that it is the duty of the railroads to protect motor vehicle users 
: from their own carelessness by separating the grades at crossings. There are’ 252.000 © 
F Yailway grade crossings in the United States. It has been estimated that it would 
be cost $12 600,000,000 to eliminate them, or two-thirds of the total value of the railroads 
© as esablished by the Interstate Commerce Commission for rate-making purposes. It 
: will be seen, therefore, that grade-crossing elimination is out of the question, at least 
| fora long time to come. If the drivers of motor vehicles can be educated to ‘‘Stop. 
- Look and Listen’’ at crossings, this will give the same results as the expenditure of 
© $12,600,000,000, so far as safety is concerned. 

: The railroads have made splendid progress in reducing the number of accidents 
' Yesulting in injury to their passengers and employes. However, motor vehicle grade- 
 erossing accidents have been steadily increasing for years. These accidents are caused 
| almost entirely by the negligence of motor vehicle drivers, ar for that reason the 
a efforts of the railroads to reduce them have been unavailing.

fore the Supreme Court of Missouri. Consequent upon 
the levying of a $500 fine on a defendant convicted 
after a long, costly and hard-fought legal battle, Mr. 
Untermyer, who is counsel for the Lockwood Investi- 
gating Committee, suggested to the Attorney-General 
of his State that pending cases against 500 or more 
individuals and corporations be dropped forthwith.

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MR. ANTWINE’'S OPINION. 
“0 NE of our missionaries in India says it 
is an obstacle to the progress: of Chris- 
tlarity over there that we preach our religion 
rather more than we practice it,” Mr. Antwine 
said. 

“The Hindus, 80 he says, have found this 
out from several sources, and they are wonder- 
ing whether even.so beautiful a religion as 
ours ought to be encouraged in India. 

“Of course, the heathen, so-called, were 
bound to ‘find this out. I have been afraid 
of it all the time, and no doubt my own fears 
have been shared by many thoughtful people. 

“It is a fact that we don’t live our religion, 
and everything pertaining to us except our 
religion itself proclaims this abroad. Our em- 
pire proclaims it. It is proclaimed by our op- 
pression of the weak and our exploitation of 
the poor. 

“The missionary I am quoting says one of the 
sources through which India has discovered 
that we do not live our religion over here has 
been the movies, 

“Without having thought of it, we likely can 
understand that. Certainly the movies have not 
reflected any such devotion to religion here 
as that to which people in the Orient are ac- 
customed. Upon the contrary, one can readily 
perceive how they might have been that com- 
plete giveaway which has led the missionary to 
think he should speak out. 

“There is.nothing to be done about it. We 
cannot promise our missionaries to do better 
than we have done, since the inconsistencies 
apparent to the Hindus are inseparable from 


«our mode of life. 


“This is too bad, because Christianity is beau- 
tiful and it ought to be possible for anyone to 


‘carry it into foreign parts without having to 


make any apologies for it. 

“The trouble is not with the Christian re 
ligion, but with us. Goodness knows otr 
churchmen have told us often enough that we 
do not live our religion. The last warning they 
gave us was in the report of the Interchurch 
Movement upon the steel strike. 

“I am afraid our missionaries will have to 
do the best they can under the circumstances. 
if the Hindus are going to be too wise, as 
seems likely, we shal] have to devote our ef- 
forts to people who do not know as much about 
us as the Hindus do.
